not  be  TOt  at,  by  the  sacrifice  of  which  she  could  once  have  been 
lightened,  he  has  the  insanity  to  clamour  for  the  invention  of  some 
apparatus  to  prevent  rotten  ships  from  foundering  at  sea. 

Montesquieu  observes  of  a  certain  sort  of  politicians,  that  they 
sustain  the  State  in  the  same  way  and  with  the  same  effect  that  a 
rope  sustains  a  hanging  man.  After  this  peculiar  method  the 
Tories  have  sustained  the  Irish  Church,  and  they  have  resisted 
every  attempt  to  cut  down  the  object  thus  sustained  with  the  most 
deadly  leal.  So  the  tender  wife  of  the  poor  fellow  who  hung  him¬ 
self  in  weariness  of  conjugal  strife  arrested  the  hand  of  a  neighbour 
about  to  cut  the  cord,  crying  **  Monster,  would  you  let  him  fall  ?  ** 
This  is  precisely  the  cry  of  the  Tories  whenever  Ministers  endea¬ 
vour  to  save  what  life  remains  in  the  Irish  Churph,  sustained  in  the 
pendulous  fashion,  by  cutting  it  down,  and  their  hands  are  stopped, 
and,  **  Monsters,  would  you  let  it  fall  ?**  is  the  indignant  exclamation 
of  the  termagant  party ;  and,  to  give  a  stricter  embrace  to  the  noose 
round  the  so  sustained,  ilie  Corporations  are  to  be  tied  to  its  heels. 

We  do  trust  that  the  talk  of  securities  for  the  Irish  Church, 
after  all  that  the  Tories  have  done  to  accelerate  its  destruction, 
will  be  treated  with  the  ridicule  and  contempt  it  merits.  There  is 
but  one  real  security  for  institutions,  and  that  is  the  sense  of  their 
utility  to  the  people  who  support  them.  While  the  Irish  Church 
wants  that  source  of  strength,  and  in  lieu  of  it  rests  as  a  yoke,  any 
device  for  its  protection  will  be  about  of  as  much  effect  os  a  horse¬ 
shoe  guard  to  a  threshold.  There  is  a  superstition  in  politics  to 
which  the  Tories  still  cleave.  They  have  faith  in  charms  of 
words  and  talismans,  and  the  Corporations  are  the  broom<sticks 
upon  which  the  Papists  are  to  ride  to  the  ruin  of  the  Irish  Church. 
In  former  days  a  cure  for  the  pining  and  wasting  of  man  or  beast, 
was  to  stick  pins  and  skewers  into  the  body  of  some  one  suspected 
of  intercourse  with  evil  spirits;  and  so  the  Tories  seek  a 
remedy  for  the  Protestant  Establishment  in  its  atrophy  by  wound¬ 
ing  the, Corporate  bodies. 

Nay,  the  test  they  apply  to  the  demands  for  Municipal  privileges 
is  precisely  the  ordeal  by  which  witchcraft  was  ascertaineu.  If  the 
accused  sinks,  hejd  the  sa^  of  old,  that  is  a  proof  of  innocence,* 
and  she  is  drowned ;  but  if  the  accused  swims,  she  must  be  burnt 
to  prevent  the  exercise  of  a  hellish  power.  8o  if  the  demand  for 
Municipal  privileges  sinks,  if  petitions  are  not  raised,  that  is  con¬ 
clusive  evidence  both  of  innocence,  and  that  Corporations  not  being 
wanted,  should  perish  by  suffocation  but  if,  on  the  contrary,  the 
demand  for  Municipal  privileges  rises,  that  is  a  most  decisive  proof 
that  the  powers  would  be  exercised  with  an  evil  spirit  and  for  evil 
purposes,  aud  they  must  accordingly  be  destroyed. 


CHURCH  RATES. 

The  Ministry  has  upon  this  question  achieved  a  great  triumph  of 
statesmansliip.  Their  plan  completely  relieves  the  Dissenters,  and 
yet  leaves  the  Church  Communicants  their  comparative  advantage 
(as  was  shown  in  our  last  number),  and  this  Is  to  be  done  without 
touching  a  stiver  of  the  incomes  of  the  Clergy,  and  without  detri¬ 
ment  to  any  existing  interest.  Out  of  a  wise,  instead  of  a  spend¬ 
thrift,  roanaaement  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Estates,  funds  will  be 
creat^  amply  sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  repairing  the 
Churches  and  supplying  the  necessaries  to  the  celebration  of  divine 
worship.  It  has  been  shown  by  Mr  Spring  Rice,  that  in  the  hands 
of  the  superior  Clergy  the  system  of  leasing  the  Church  lands  has 
been  the  losing  one  of  the  sale  of  reversions,  and  that,  by  substi¬ 
tuting  a  better  economy,  the  property  would  be  so  improved  in 
value  as  lo  sflbrd  more  than  b  wanted  in  lieu  of  the  Church  Rates, 
and  a  probable  surplus  to  be  applied  to  tlie  increase  of  stnall  livtogs. 
And  tnb  b  to  be  effected  with  the  most  circumspect,  ^‘gioit  tern* , 
der  care  of  the  interests  of  the  Lessees  of  the  ciwwfcs  wha  w® ; 
really  profit  by  what  profits  the  ceesmunity,  aad 
cease  of  stnfis  end  fui^ous  aeimodty. 
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ties  should  try  the  experiment' of  governing  the  country,  the  Com- 
>Doos,  in  the  exercise  of  an  undoubted  constitutional  privilege,  may 
*<»pend^  the  consideration  of  array  estimates,  and,  peradventure, 
the  mutiny  bill,  originating  in  their  house,  till  they  see  securities  for 
the  just  government  of  ireiand.  **  Let  ua^**  said  the  cock  shut  up 
a  stable  with  sense  high  mettled  steeds,  **  let  us  take  care  bow 
we  1^,  last  we  ahould  hurt  each  other.**  The  Lords,  with  the 
^k*s  conceit  of  strength,  should  emulate  his  prudence,  and  take 
how  they  kick  with  the  Commons,  **  lest  they  should  hurt  each 
ether.** 

And  what  are  the  securitba  which  they  dream  of  for  the  Irish 
Church?  What  new  bonds  for  Ireiand  would  they  devbe?  Having 
created  fresh  dangers  for  the  Establishment  by  presenting  it  as  the 
<>bstacb  to  the  people’s  rights,  the  Tories  now  call  upon  their  op- 
P<wkeota  to  provide  protection  against  tlie  weight  of  t^tun  so  accu- 
•ttlared.

-  •  PRETENCES  OF  FACTION.

«  Any  stick  is  good  seough  to  beat  a  Polite  Convereatione, 

Never  were  the  shifts  of  faction  more  palpable  than  in  the  differ¬ 
ent  pretences  for  the  opposition  to  the  Irish  Corporations*  Bill. 

Last  Session  the  Tories  were  sebed  with  a  horror  of  exclusive 
systems.  **  Rather  than  let  one  sect  shut  out  another  sect  from 
the  town-hall,**  they  cried,  “pull  down  the  fabric  altogether.**  The 
substitution  of  one  system  of  exclusion  lor  another  was  then  the 
greatest  of  all  conceivable  evils,  and  the  bare  possibility  of  it  justi¬ 
fied  in  the  Tory  arguments  the  destruction,  of  the  institutions  in 

qiestion.  ,  * 

Th'is  year  the  ground  is  changed.*.. What  was  a  sufficient  reason 
last  Sessloo  for  abolbhing  municipal  pririleges  b  not  a  sufficient 
reason  thb  Session.  *  The  fear  is  not  now  the  substitution  of  one 
exclusive  system  for  another — that  is  no  longer  cared  for;  but  Cor¬ 
porations  are  to  be  pulled  down  lest  they  should  pull  down  the 
Church.  The  horror  of  a  municipal  monopoly  has  given  way  to 
the  most  tender  concern  for  the  Ecclesiastical  monopoly.  Let  ua 
see  securitief  for  the  Irish  Church,  say  the  Tories,  and  we  may 
perhaps  consent  te  reform  the  Corporations.  Mark  how  one  fear 
drives  out  another,  like  pelleta  in  a  pop  gun.  The  dreaded  substi¬ 
tution  of  one  system'  of  exclusion  for  another,  which  alone  was 
ample  cause  for  annihilating  the  Corporations  a  few  months  ago, 
has  actually  ceased  to  be  a  danger  worth  a  moment’s  considera¬ 
tion.  But  it  has  served  its  turn ;  the  imustice  perpetrated  upon 
the  discarded  pretence  brought  forth  the  National  Association,  the 
danger  of  which  to  the  Church  is  a  fear  of  a  new  fashion  that  will 
wear  through  the  season.  It  is  easy  to  rail  at  the  National  Asso- 
ebtioa  aa  illegitiinate,  and,  like  all  the  natural  offipriM  of  wrong,  it 
is  IHegltimat#f’bdt  H  b  the  naCqral  child  of  the  Loras,  and  now 
they  would  strangle  the  living  evidence  of  their  own  shame. 

Having,  by  the  denbl  of  equal  privileges  to  Ireland,  raised  up  a 
power  formidable  to  the  Irish  Church,  the  Tories  nOw  impudently 
declare  that  unlees  the  Church  b  protected  against  the  very  danger 
which  they  themtelves  have  created  for  it,  the  equal  privileges  shall 
not  be  conceded. 

The  measure  of  justice  to  Ireland  is  to  be  hung  by  the  neck  in 
the  House  of  Lords  till  securities  are  forthcoming  to  strengthen  the 
Irish  Church.  The  Corporations  are  to  be  seized  on  by  the  Lords 
as  hostages,  and  by  the  threat  of  strangling  them  it  is  proposed  to 
dictate  terms  to  the  Commons  upon  the  Church  question.  Thb 
mod^  plan  for  extorting  conditions  from  a  branch  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  b  a  novelty  worthy  of  the  genius  of  Toryism.  With  what 
besutiftil  Conservative  harmony  innovation  appears  backed  by  de¬ 
struction.  The  Commons  are  to  be  bullied  into  Tor^  terms  for 
the  Irbh  Church,  or  the  Corporations  are  to  be  extinguished  I  The 
Lords  are  making  rapid  progress  indeed.  Last  Session  they  insulted 
the  people  of  Ireland ;  now  it  b  proposed  to  intuit  the  representa- 
tbet  of  the  United  Kingdoms.  Fogue  U  gmlere  I  The  game  con¬ 
templated  if  one  at  which  the  Commons  may  have  their  turn  to 
pby.  The  Lords  may,  contrary  to  all  usaggand  courtesy,  suspend 
a  measure  sent  up  to  them  by  the  other  house,  dictating  terms  for 


civilization  of  the  people  were  to  be  as  dust  in  the*  balance  when 
weighed  against  the  Church,  in  which  they  have  no  part  but  that  of 
the  slave  in  his  yoke  and  tribute.  What  securities  can  be  found  for 
an  institution  sq  misplaced,  and  made  so  hateful  to  a  people  us  the 
altar  upon  which  their  rights  are  sacrificed  ? 

We  are  of  opinion  that,  in  the  most  favourable  circumstances, 
the  Irish  Church  could  not  be  secured.  All  that  could  have  been 
doue  by  tbe  most  prudent  policy  would  only,  in  our  view,  have 
delayed  its  downfall  for  a  few  years,  for  the'  time  must  come 
when  Ireland  will  be  as  Scotland.  Projects  to  strengthen  it  we 
regard  as  quite  visionary  ;  all  that  statesmen  could  propose  was,  by 
lopping  away  its  wholly  useless  parts — by  reducing  the  rankest 
offence  of  it,  to  try  to  make  it  supportable.  It  was  to  be  managed 
like  a  sinking  ship,  kept  afloat  by  throwing  overboard  a  part  of  the 
lading  under  which  it  labours  and  opens  it  seams.  This  the  Tory 
supercargo  has  resisted  as 'robbery,  and  now,  forsooth,  that  the 
vessel  hsfi  settled  down,  and  is  so  water.loffired  that  the  carao  can¬ 
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At  to  late  a  time  in  the  week,  with  our  space  preoccupied,  we 
cannot  enter  into  the  details  of  the  plan  ;  but  its  admirable  leading 
features  are  to  take  a  burden  galling  to  conscience  from  a  large 
portion  of  the  community  without  transferring  it,  or  any  share  ot 
It.  to  any  other  part— to  place  both  the  Dissenter  and  the  Churchman 
in  a  belter  condition,  and  not  to  injure,  nay,  actually  to  benefat, 
those  from  whom  the  means  of  this  act  of  justice  on  the  one  ban  , 
and  of  grace  on  the  other,  arc  raised.  The  Dissenter  will  be  re¬ 
lieved  from  the  tax  to  a  Church,  which  he  has  entered  only  to 
strive  against  an  impost ;  the  Churchman  will  be  relieved  fron^  *  ® 
tax  which  he  has  paid  for  the  maintenance  of  his  place  of  wor¬ 
ship,  or  he  will  have,  without  paying,lbe  advantage 
tenance  now  wanting  in  consequence  of  the  recusancy  of  the  Dis¬ 
senters;  the  estates  of  the  Church  will  be  improved,  and  the  lessees 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  bettering  their  interests— *and  the 
incomes  of  the  Clergy,  from  the  Primate  to  the  humblest  Minister 
of  the  Church,  will  be  untouched,  but  not  unconcerned.'for  a  sur¬ 
plus  is  contemplated  available  for  the  increase  of  the  livings  of  the 

latter.  ^  •  i 

This  is  a  great  measure.  It  brings  relief  to  all  who  have  de¬ 
manded  relief,  and  relief  also  to  those  who  have  been  silent  under 
their  burdens ;  it  encroaches  on  no  interest ;  it  tenderly  guards 
and  provides  for  all  interests,  and  it  accomplishes  all  th's  good  by 
substituting  a  provident  for  a  thriftless  management  of  the  Eccle¬ 
siastical  Estates,  and  thus  redeeming  a  waste  in  the  country. 

The  Church  has  in  every  part  of  the  world  been  found  the  worst 

through  a  country  the  Ecclesiastical 
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established,  it  is  evidently  vain  to  think  of  making  ourselva 
acquainted  with  the  management  and  circumstances  of  them  all. 
and  therefore  what  better  plan  can  we  adopt  than  to  take  two  □’ 
three  specimens,  and  found  thereupon  a  general  opinion  of  tke 
system.  All  information  is  got  by  arguing  from  the  known  to  the 
unknown  ;  and  we  have  the  happiness,  In  the  case  before,  us  to  be 
pretty  sure  of  the  truth  of  our  premises,  no  less  veracious  an  autho 
rity  than  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  vouching  for  them. 

Now,  resolving  to  form  our  judgment  in  this  manner  unon  the 
Board  of  Education,  can  we  read  the  following  statement,  and  doubt 
for  a  moment  that  such  a  nuisance  should  not  be  instantly  abolished 
by  act  of  Parliament : — 

He  now  came  to  a  case  which  he  could  not  mention  or  allude  to  witho«t 
a  feeling  of  disgust.  He  held  in  his  hand  some  papers  relative  to  the  cooduct 
of  a  schoolmaster  in  another  parish  in  Londonderry,  the  name  of  the  clergy 
of  which  was  the  ttev.  Mr  Townsend.  This  gentleman  went  into  the  as. 
tional  school-room,  and  on  ^ing  tip  to  the  desk  of  the  schoolmaster  he  found 
that  it  had  no  lock.  On  looking  into  it,  he  found  that  there  were  some  papers, 
although  not  many,  of  such  an  indecent  and  disgusting  character  that  he  would 
not  presume  to  descrilie  them.  It  had  been  asserted  by  the  master  that  he 
saw  these  papers  in  the  hands  of  some  of  his  boys,  and  he  took  them  away 
and  Hogged  the  boys :  but  still  they  were  left  in  an  open  desk  in  the  school, 
room.” 

How  do  we  know  but  that  the  atrocious  misconduct  here  described 
is  pursued  in  every  one  of  the  1,500  schools  in  the  country?  Can 
the  friends  of  the  system  show  that  it  is  not  ?  Can  they  prove 
that  the  boys  in  every  national  school  in  Ireland  are  not  at  thU 
very  moment  scribbling  naughty  words  in  their  copy-books  ?  And 
if  the  educationists  are  not  prepared  to  establish  this  plain  negative, 
are  we  not  bouad,  out  of  proper  jeul(^usy  on  a  point  that  concerns 
the  morals  of  youth,  to  assume  the  afhrmative  to  be  true,  and  to  de> 
molish  without  delay  all  those  seminaries  of  impurity  founded  by 
Archbishop  Whateley  and  his  colleagues  ? 

It  cannot  be  said  that  this  enormity^  to  use  a  logical  phrase,  is  a 
mere  accident  of  the  system  of  education  established  by  Lord 
Stanley;  it  must  needs  be  one  of  its  essential  and  characteristic 
attributes,  for  who  ever  heard  of  any  other  description  of  school  in 
the  known  world,  save  the  schools  under  these  Commissioners, 
where  the  hoys  were  known  ia  time  of  play,  or  time  of  business,  to 
scrawl  their  books  with  naughty  phrases?.  If  it  were  true  that 
hoys  do  such  deeds  in  all  schools,  in  all  times,  and  under  all  sys¬ 
tems,  why  it  would  be  a  general  and  conclusive  argument  against 
scholastic  instruction  in  every  foroi.  No,  no;  such  things  only 
happen  in  Ireland,  and  under  the  auspices  of  Dr  Whateley  ;  it  re¬ 
sults  (it  is  clear)  from  the  mutilation  of  the  Scriptures;  and, 
by  the  bye,  let  us  observe  that  we  have  here  irrefragable-proof  that 
the  enormity  of  which  Dr  Philpots  produced  but  a  single  instance, 
is  not  merely  generally  prevalent  in  the  national  schools,  but  uni¬ 
versal,  a  property  flowing  from  the  essence  of  the  system. 

That  the  Irish  Board  of  Education,  after  this  exposure  of  its  direct 
tendencies,  can  continue  many  weeks  longer  to  outrage  the  good 
sense  and  proper  feeling  of  the  country  seems  to  be  impossible.  Ai 
long,  however,  as  the  system  exists,  men  in  the  position  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  ought  to  look  as  sharply  us  they  can  to  the  copy-bookiof 
their  scholars.  As  a  security  against  copies  of  a  highly  improper 
and  indecent  tendency,*’  we  should  suggest  the  use  of  extracts 
from  the  Bishop  of  Exeter’s  speeches,  particularly  from  the  last 
oration ;  or  the  cause  of  truth  and  morality  might  be  asserted  by 
providing  the  pupils  with  such  sentences  as  **  Dr  Philpots  is  a 
Christian  Bishop,**  or  “  the  Bishop  of  Exeter'is  a  model  of  piety.’* 
The  ethics  of  the  Establishment  are  so  scandalously  loose  at  pre¬ 
sent,  that  the  majority  of  schoolmasters  would, '  we  have  no  doutrt, 
flog  their  scholars  were  they  to'detect  them  scrawling  such  plais 
truths  as  these  on  their  slates  or  foolscap. 

But  there  are  other  (we  cannot  say  graver)  charges  advanced 
the  Bishop  against  the  national  seminaries.  There  is  a  place,  it 
appears,  culled  Rush,  where  “  the  only  art  or  science  taught  at  the 
school  is  dancing,**  and  where  the  schoolmaster,  one  Norton, 
“  acknowledged  on  oath  the  fact  of  his  being  n  fiddler ^ 
Philpots  was  informed  that  **  two  hours  each  day,  berore  the  schotw 
business  terminated,**  ail  the  merry  rogues  in  the  neighbourhood 
congre^ted.  Orbilius  was  metamorfihosed  into  Orpheus ;  and  thert 
was  such  a  scene  of  gay  riot  as  never  was  witnessed  since  Coouis  led 
his  rout  in  the  navel  of  the  enchanted  wood.  Was  there  ever  any- 
tiling  so  ludicrously  revolting  ?  And  let  us  again  ask,  if  fiddling  and 
dancing  is  the  plan  of  national  education  at  Rush,  why  may  it  not 
be  the  plan  in  all  the  institutiona  in  Ireland  under  that  high-pric»t 
of  Terpsichore,  Dr  Whateley,  We  should  like  to  have  a  p«€p 
the  Model  School,  Marlborough-atreet,  where  they  educate  tba 
dancing-masters :  no  doubt  we  should  see  the  Commissioners  in 
pennon  mitting  their  scholars  through  the  positions,  and  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  nimself  on  the  **  fantastic  toe  leading  the  dance  of 


landlord.  Indeed,  in  passing  through  a  country  the  Ecclesiastical 
proprietorship  can  he  read  in  the  signs  of  lost  advantages,  through 
a  management  eager  for  the  present  and  reckless  of  the  future. 
It  is  an  old  and  true  remark,  that  if  you  give  a  man  a  wilderness 
in  perpetuity  he  will  make  an  Eden  of  it,  and  if  you  give  him  an 
Eden  for  a  short  term  he  will  make  a  wilderness  of  it.  The 
plan  proposed  Avill  make  the  most  of  what  has  hitherto  had  the  neg¬ 
lect  of  a  precarious  interest. 

The  management  of  the  Church  Estates  is  to  be  placed  in  a 
Commission  of  eleven  members — five  of  them  are  to  he  Ecclesiastical 
dignitaries,  and  the  others,  three  Ministers  and  three  paid  Coinmis- 
aioners.  The  Tories  laughed  at  this  arrangement  as  they  laughed 
at  the  schedules  of  the  Reform  Bill. 

Ministers  are  entitled  to  the  highest  praise,  and  to  the  most 
jealous  and  strenuous  support  for  this  measure,  in  which  they  have 
evinced  the  justest  dispositions,  seconded  by  great  resource  and 
skill.  They  have  steered  their  course  so  as  to  clear  every  possible 
prejudice,  and  to  save,  nay  to  promote,  every  interest  concerned. 
There  are  many  gainers,  no  losers,  and  faction  only  can  simulate 
discontent. 

The  satisfaction  of  tlie  country  will  he  great,  hut  it  must  be 
manifested  strongly  to  gainsay  the  misrepresentations  of  the  cle¬ 
rical  agitators  in  every  parish,  wiio  think  the  degradation  of*  the 
l^issenters  essential  to  the  honour  of  the  Clmrch. 

The  Church  communicants,  relieved  of  the  rates,  have  ample  rea¬ 
son  to  come  forward  in  support  of  the  Government  which,  unsoli¬ 
cited,  has  contrived  fur  them  this  benefit  ;  but  the  Dissenters  have 
additional  motives  for  showing  their  sense  of  this  act  of  justice 
to  them,  and  their  resolutiou  to  support  it  with  all  their  zeal  and 
energy,  for  their  power  is  now  slighted  by  the  Tories,  who  talk 
of  them  as  an  overrated  and  insignificant  body  ;  and,  false  as  this  is, 
if  they  fail  to  show  their  strength  on  this  great  occasion,  they 
will  be  kept  down  and  denied  their  riglits  for  many  a  day.  The 
Government  has  done  its  duty  honestly,  ably,  and  boldly ;  it  re¬ 
mains  for  the  people  to  perform  their  part  as  well. 

Mr  Hawes  objects  to  that  part  of  the  plan  in  which  ills  proposed 
to  liquidate  by  a  parochial  rate  existing  debts  contracted  on  the 
aecurity  of  Church  Rates.  He  states  that  in  the  parish  of  Lambeth 
this  would  be  grievance  to  the  Dissenters,  and  he  proposes  that, 
before  the  surplus  fuiul  is  ap()lied  to  the  enlargement  of  small  liv¬ 
ings,  it  shall  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  parochial  debts  in 
question.  This  is  a  mutter  for  consideration. 

The  Tories  without  loss  of  time  opened  their  batteries  of  invec¬ 
tive  and  misrepresentation  against  the  project.  Sir  Robert  Peel 
had  the  face  to  assert,  that  in  the  great  mass  of  the  xnrul  parishes 
the  people  would  lake  it  very  ill  to  be  relieved  from  the  obligation 
of  supporting  their  Church.  Such  are  the  absurdities  of  faction. 

Wc  shall  take  another  opportunity  of  a^lverting  to  Mr  .Spring 
Rice’s  objections  to  the  voluntary  principle;  they  constituted  the 
fanciful  part  of  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman’s  speech.

enough,  but  a  dancing  country  is  rather  too  much.  Pray  has  Dr 
Whateley,  after  boxing  the  compass  of  heresy,  ended  by  turning 
iamper,  and  does  he  mean  to  lead  the  whole  Irish  population  after 
him  in  the  exercise  of  his  new  devotion?

The  Bishop  of  Exeter  met  with  very  severe 
treatment  in  the  debate,  his  opponents  confidently  usuming  him  to 
be  influenced  by  motives  not  strictly  moral  or  religious.  To  such 
lengths  will  men  go  when  they  are  wedded  to  a  system  I  The 
Archbishop,  referring  to  the  charge  against  the  Board,  of  having 
htruck  a  passage  about  repentance  out  of  St  Luke's  gospel,  spoke 
of  certain  men  who  had  “  struck  repentance  out  of  their  hearts,” 
evidently  alluding  to  Dr  Philpots,  who,  it  seems,  fell  into  some 
slialit  mistakes  last  year  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  Commissioners, 
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The  statement  of  the  great  reduction  of  the  Poor  Rates  will 
give  the  highest  satisfaction,  not  merely  for  the  relief  to  the  rate¬ 
payers,  important  as  that  effect  is,  but  still  more  as,  in  proportion  to 
the  decrease  of  the  temptation  to  idleness,  must  be  the  improved 
condition  of  the  independent  labourers.

PHIUtamilOMC  SOCIETY. 

It  would  be  altogvthar  aaparerogaioty  in  th«  preaent  day  to  daccaut  on 
the  advantages  whkh  have  Sowed  from  thU  society.  Formed  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  ceatury  ago  for  the  purp<wt  of  reviving  a  tavte  for  in^tru- 
mental  moua  of  tha  highest  eksa*  its  suocaas  has  been  of  the  moat 
anequivocal  and  triumphant  kind;  and  nos  onlv  has  Great  Britain 
profited  ta  a  very  tirikiag  exieat  hy  the  eftorts  o^  tha  instiiuiion,  but 
foreign  oouatrka  whkh  in  rottsbrnl  matters  one#  took  tha  lead  so 
dceukdly  of  as,  have  benefttad  by  the  enterprise  exhibited,  and  the  aotiva 
axartioos  made  by  an  amaeistioa  originating  in  and  nurtured  by  li  itaiion 
which,  even  by  many  of  oursalves  k  still  praoounced  to  be  hopo- 
lestly  **  unmusical.**  The  advance  made  in  the  art  in  England  during 
the  above-mentioned  period,  must  be  obvious  to  all  who  have  given  tha 
dighteat  attention  to  the  subj#^ ;  but  that  the  improvement  is  mainly  at« 


tmgaished  that  noe  actor  in  this  ^rt,  be  foigotten  by  those  who 
BitPfwal  theni  ?  These  characteristics,  fiir  ^yond  tne  resistless 
fire  and  rapidity  of  his  style  in  the  latter  scenes,  stamped  Mr 
Keaa's  reputation  in  Riekini  the  Tkird.  But  these,  or  even  a 
remote  gtimpae  of  them,  are  not  accessible  to  an  imitator. 

We  say^  thk  because  it  was  clear  to  us  that  Mr  Forrest  was 
only  tbiokinf,  all  the  while  he  played  in  the  tragedy,  of  Mr 
Kean  and  Mr  James  Wallack,  and  of  his  own  tremendous 
posrer  of  lungs.  Now  it  was  curious  to  see  how  inefibctive  these 
resources  were,  and  chiefly  the  last.  The  noke  of  artillery 
could  scarcely  Xnt  more  carstunning  than  his  voice ;  but  it  was 
voice,  aad  n^ing  else.  A  more  striking  example  could  scarcely 
be  given  of  the  incapacity  of  an  actor.  8iich,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  Mr  Keaa's  exquisite  art,  that  a  manifest  delect  of  voice  in 
these  scenes  was  converted,  in  hb  case,  into  the  means  of  giving 
stronger  and  more  piercing  expression  to  them.  The  surgy  sound

— Mr  Forrest  gave  a  vulgar  and  absurd  expression  to  the  lines  by 
shaking  hk  sword  viole^y  while  he  uttered  them,  as  if  it  were 
accessary  so  to  assure  the  audience  that  blood  continued  to  **  drip 
drip  drip**  (as  Mr  Coleridge  says  in  one  of  hk  tragedies)  from  off 
the  blade. 

^hakspeare  in  this  passage  adverted  to  the  blood  upon  Gh*tier^s 
tword,^  sunply  titat  be  might  retort  to  the  play  of  fancy  that  rose 
out  of  it ; — the  actor  insisted  on  the  blood  alone,  and  threw  a  heap 
of  rubbish  Over  the  ftmey.  It  is  always  thus  with  the  poet,  and 
hk  merdlesa  translator  into  prose.  A  matter  of  fact  is  insUted  on, 
M  the  one  case,  fbr  the  beauty  and  grandeur  that  acconiiuintea  it ; 
m  the  other,  it  is  mststed  on  because  it  is  a  matter  of  met,  while 
the  beauty  or  grandeur  is  thrust  out  of  sight.  We  could  illus¬ 
trate  thk  by  a  doxen  other  passages  from  this' very  performance. 

Mr  Forrest’s  ideas  of  heroism,  and  of  tbe  passion  of  courage  or 
despair,  appear  to  have  been  gathered  among  tbe  wilds  of  his 
^ve  countiw.  This  wc  have  bad  occasion  to  remark  before. 
Through  the  fturth  and  fifth  acts  of  the  tragedy  he  carried  these 
**<’tioaa  to  their  jextreme;  and  truly,  if  hideous  looks  and  furious 
Azures,  ear-aplitting  ahoutt  and  fetage-devouring  studies,  could  be

Wkkkw  and  tbs  Bishop  of  Exefsr,  lbs  houss  proossded  to  tt»v  ordm  of 
ths  day.  Thk  was  a  motion  by  t^rd  Milsousms,  for  the  sp|»ointmmit 
of  •  sommjtits  to  ionnirt  kste  ihs  srorking  of  the  natiues!  sratsm  of  ado- 
o^kn  sstablisbod  In  Ireland  a  Ihw  ysars  mose.  Lord  Msshourtm^  sftsr 
f^hrrinf  to  the  sIWMOiiteiioss  whM  led  to  tbs  sdopttei  of  lbs  prtatnt 
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k«d  in  a  <p— ch  of  great  proioi^siion,  in  wbidli  be  uMiikd  the  proceed- 
iagg  of  tiM  boord  of  oduoatMm,  end  eiiitcd  with  no  fHendiy  regara  the 
Cetliolle  prieetbood.  Tlio  right  rteereiMl  pretete  entei^  into  an  elabo¬ 
rate  vindication  of  bia  own  conduct  rad  opinfoas  during  the  last  few 
ymn.  The  subetaiioe  of  bia  tpeeeh  wat  a  repetition  of  the  allegations  of 
tba  pamphlet  publiabed  bv  bia  Sordidifp  on  these  matters  last  jear.  It 
appeared  to  bis  lorddiip  that  the  moat  important  inquiriM  which  could 
be  made  upon  this  subjeet  was,  whether  the  system  afford^  the  Roman 
Catt^olie  dergy  increased  means  of  domineering  over  their  fl^ks.  He 
Vas  lore  of  the  impoaslbility  of  making  any  eflTcctiTe  modification  of  tlw 

Sitem.— ^The  Archbishop  of  DuauK  answered  the  animadversions^  of 
t  laat  spedeer,  in  a  speeeh  of  much  dignity.  He  began  by  remarking 
that  It  would  be  Improper  in  him  to  enumerate  even  all  the  slanders  and 
febeboods  that  bad  been  levelled  against  him^elf  individually ;  much 
more  improper  would  it  be  to  notice  the  calumnies  and  the  abuse  which 
bad  been  heaped  upon  the  board  of  education.  In  the  proposed  commit* 
lea*  calumnious  statements,  groai  distortions,  rad  misrepresentations 
would  be  met  by  evidenee  rad  facts ;  rad  be,  on  the  part  of  the  board  of 
education,  looked  forward  with  confidence  to  the  result  of  the  investiga¬ 
tion.  Referring  to  a  charge  pressed  against  the  board,  of  niutilatirig  the 
•oripturta,  the  moat  rev.  prelate  retorted  severely  upon  his  opponents. 
••  We  are  aeeused,**  he  said,  “of  cutting  out  the  passage  about  repentance 
in  our  extracts.  It  b  ceruin  that  our  accusers  have  expunged  the  sen¬ 
timent  of  repenUnce  from  their  hearts.’* — After  a  few  observations  from 
Loed  Wicklow,  Lord  Ploxxitt  rose,  and  argued  with  remarkable  ani¬ 
mation.  He  made  a  vigorous  attack  upon  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  for  his 
late  pamphlet  and  bb  recent  charge.  He  took  the  pamphlet  and  the 
charge  to  pieces. 

**  How,**  exclaimed  the  learned  lord,  “  how  did  the  ti^t  teV.  prelate  dare, 
(a  thb  charge,  to  arraign  the  majority  of  the  Commons  m  England  of  perjury 
and  sabomation  ?  I  tml  him  he  has  been  gniity  of  an  impeachable  offence. 
He  b  at  liberty  to  eatertain  hb  own  opinions  of  the  conduct  of  ministers  and 
‘  of  the  House  of  Commons :  he  may  form  what  opbioas  he  pleases  of  the  'mea- 
aures  propoended  by  government,  and  approved  of  by  the  House  of  Commons  { 
bat  it  was  a  lagrant  outrage  on  hb  part,  while  desecrating  the  epbcopal  office 
by  the  iaUnnistare  of  paity  politics  with  the  dbeharm  of  the  most  sacred 
duty  of  kb  office  as  a  Cnrbtian  bbhop)  to  assert  that  these  measures  are  wit¬ 
tingly  tnisaded  for  an  evil  purpose.** 

Tba  nobb  lord  also  vindicated  the  board  of  education  from  the  charge  of 
the  Earl  of  Wbklow^  that  they  had  devoted  a  document,  intended  to  be 
laid  upon  their  lordsbipe*  table,  to  the  dissection  of  pamphlets,  which  it 
would  have  been,  in  his  opinioii;  discreditsble  to  them  to  have  noticed, 
only  it  appeared  at  the  close  of  their  report  that  they  merely  complied 
with  tbe  iostructioos  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland.-— Lord  Finoal 
eensured  the  Unguage  of  the  Bbhop  of  Exeter  in  reference  to  the  Ca¬ 
tholic  clergy,  particubrly  in  calling  them  a  “  rabid  priesthood.’*— After  a 
few  words  from  Lord  Clomcvbbt,  the  comraiuet  was  appointed,  and  the 
bouse  adjourned.

Flbbtwood  expressed  a  hope  that  a  committee  of  inquiry  would  be  ap¬ 
pointed  without  delay,  in  order  that  be  and  others  who  had  been  of  the 
number  of  the  provisional  directors  might  have  an  opportunity  of  doing 
away  with  the  imputations  oast  upon  them. 

Mr  Saijcaot  Jacksov  oompbiiMKl  of  a  parsgraph  which  appeared  in  the 
Mmmimq  CkromeU  of  Friday  last,  in  which  ht  was  staud  to  be  an  uncer- 
tifieated  bankrupt  until  wiUiin  three  weeks  of  bis  return  for  Bandoo. 
The  learned  serjeani  denied  the  truth  of  the  paragraph,  and  explained  at 
length  the  eircumstancas  out  of  whkdi  the  imputation  arose.  He  con- 
dumd  by  ssying  that  he  was  willing  to  adopt  any  oourte  that  the  house 
would  propoee  in  ooonection  with  the  subject.— Or  Lxraov  bore  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  high  eharacter  which  the  member  for  Bandon  had  always 
borne  in  the  profession,  rad  wbiefa  was  not  tarnished  by  the  transaction  in 
question.— Tlie  Chamcellos  of  tbe  ExcNBQuaa,  though  he  did  not  jus¬ 
tify  the  itatoment  complataed  of,  thought  that  at  far  as  vindication  of 
charaeter  was  conoerned,  it  was  unnseesMry  fur  the  hon.  and  learned 

member  to  take  any  further  steps  In  the  buUnesa _ Mr  Serjeant  Jackson 

aoceded  to  the  suggwtion,  but  stated  that  he  would  givt  the  Ckroniele  an 
opooituntto  of  juftufying  the  statement  by  instituting  legal  proceedings. 

Mr  L.  CuAELTOM  intimated  that  when  tbe  report  of  toe  committee  of 
privilegea  was  laid  upon  tbe  table,  be  would  draw  the  attention  of  the 
nouae  to  the  case  of  the  Ludlow  ehatlties.

Mr  Pease  moved  the  appointment  of  a  pelctt  committee  to  inquire  end 
consider  how  far  it  might  be  expedient  to  lake  measures  for  securing  tbet 
the  public  lines  of  railway  be  laid  and  hereafter  maintained  at  one  tnd 
the  same  standard  width.— Sir  H.  VxaNxr  moved,  at  an  amendment 
that  his  Mqjesty  be  graciously  pleased  to  appoint  a  royal  commission  to 
consider  and  report  on  all  proposals  for  railways  or  canals  which  might 
be  submitted  to  this  house.

Lord  MoarcTH  stated,  in  answer  to  a  question,  that  it  was  not  in¬ 
tended  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  imprisonment  for  debt,  bill  to  Ire¬ 
land. 

The  ATToaNKT-GxNXBAL  having  moved  the  order  of  the  day  for  tbs 
house  resolving  itaelf  into  eommittee  on  the  imprisonment  for  debt  bill, 
Mr  RicjfAiins  spoke  agaiiut  the  measure,  and  moved,  as  an  amendmeftt, 
that  the  bill  be  committed  thiy  day  six  months.— Tbe  bouse  having  di¬ 
vided,  tbe  amendment  was  negatived  by  95  to  0.  .  The  house  then  went 
into  committee  on  the  bill,  and  proceeded  as  far  as  the  llth  clause  with¬ 
out  much  discussion.  The  12th  clause  enacts  that  the  defendant  shall, 
after  final  judgment  against  him,  deliver  a  certificate  of  bia  effects,  &c. ; 
that  in  default  thereof  the  defendant  shall  be  summoned  before  the  court 
or  a  commissioner,  and  that  if  he  still  refuses  to  make  a  full  disclosure 
relative  to  his  property,  he  shall  be  committed  to  prison  until  he  submits 
himself  to  the  court,  signs  a  specification  of  his  property,  dr  until  be  sa¬ 
tisfies  the  judgment  obtained  against  him.  In  this  clause  the  Anoaxif- 
Gembeal  moved  as  aa  amendment,  words  exempting  persons  having  tbe 
privilege  of  parliament,  and  restraining  the  operation  of  tbe  clause  to 
persons  who  would  be  subject  to  a  capiat  ad  satufaciendum.  The  amsod- 
rasnt  was  opposed,  and  the  committeq  divided  upon  it,  when  Uie  tellers 
gave  the  numbers  51  to  44  against  the  Attorney-General’s  proposition. 
The  announcement  was  received  with  cheers;  but  tbe  Chairman  shortly 
afterwards  informed  the  committee  that  there  |iad  been  a  mistake  in  the 
numbers,  and  that  the  Attorney- General’s  proposition  bad,  in  feet,  been 
carried  by  54  to  51.  The  remainder  of  the  clauses  of  the  bill  were  thw 
agreed  to ;  tbe  house  resumed,  and  the  report  was  ordered  to  be  recsit«d 
on  Monday.

the  use  of  the  poor.  DiiMenters  are  exempted  from  eerving  the  office  ef  churco- 
wardeo,  which  officer  ia  to  be  elected  in  future  by  the  pew-rentera,  who,  inatead 
of  the  vestries,  will  Also  elect  the  clerk,  sexton,  beadle,  and  other  pereoas  con¬ 
nected  with  the  aervicea  of  the  Church.  When  the  fund  out  of  which  tho 
church  rates  are  in  future  to  be  paid  shall  have  reached  a  certain  amount,  it  Is 
proposed  to  apply  the  aurplua.afo^r  defraying  the  above  expenaet,  to  theincrease 
of  small  lirlngTs,  for  the  oeneAt  of  that  hardly-treated  ClaM,  the  working  clergy. 
The  funds  for  these  purpoeea  It  ia  proposed  tn  raise  by  a  better  maaageatent  ef 
the  land  revenues  of  the  archbishops,  ouhops,  and  deans  and  chapters.  At  present 
these  propertiea  are  let  on  lease,  reoewabfo,  by  usage,  for  ever,  on  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  life  or  lives  inserted  in  the  lease,  or  at  certain  Tecufting  ihtervalS; 
where  the  lease  is  held  fora  term  of  years.  But  the  Chancellor  of  the  JflBjjjequer 
considers  that,  although  long-coatinued  poasesaion  has  crested  in  thl|M^aBts* 
minds  a  feeling  of  owneriiUip,  and  right  of  perpetual  renewal  on  the  bH  terois, 
this  has  not  lieen  uniformly  respected  when  it  was  the  interest  of  the  bishop  to' 
refuse  it,  and  as  the  right  is  not  fouaded  on  sniy  law,  there  are  no  means  M 
enforcing  it.  But  tbongh  the  interest  of  the  tenant  ia  thus  preoarious,  that  of 
tlie  church  is  not  so  much  the  better.  The  bishop  or  ecolesiaetical  person  fokving 
the  life  interest,  and,  temporally  speaking,  no  interest  in  the  succession,  w 
anxious  to  make  the  most  of  the  estate  as  long  as  he  lives.  He  does  not,  fhenrd-' 
fore.  Impose  a  rack-rent,  which  he  may  not  lire  to  enjoy,  bnt  stipttlatee  for  U

vernroent  propose,  as  they  have  already  done  with  crown  lands  and  with  the 
church  property  in  Ireland,  to  give  the  property  an  increased  value  for  tha 
interests  of  the  chnrch,  saving  the  interests  or  existing  Incumbents  tm  the  one 
hand,  aud  of  the  leseees  on  the  ottier.  Thus,  present  rkarch  tenants  may  either, 
if  they  are  so  minded,  take  a  new  lease  for  thirty-one  years,  at  a  rack  rent,  thU 
value  of  their  existing  lease  being  allowed  to  them  ;  or  they  may  buy  a  perpe¬ 
tual,  indefeasible  ownership  in  tbe  land,  in  extent  equal  to  fee  simple,  by  mak-* 
Ing  themselves  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  perpetual  reht,  varying,  as  in  the 
ease  of  the  tithe  rents  in  the  tithe  bill  bf  last  year,  with  tho  price  of  corn.  This 
rent  will  be  computed  with  referenou  to  the  interest  the  teosata  already  posaens 
in  the’estate.  The  value  of  the  estate  in  fee-simple  Will  be  computed  at  25  yeari’ 
purchase ;  from  which  will  be  deducted  thn  value  of  the  lea<‘e,  which  the  tenant 
now  haa  calculated  at  the  rate  6f  4  per  cent ;  lessees  for  lives  will  be  allowed 
the  advantage  of  having  the  value  of  tbe  lives  computed  from  the  govern* 
meat  tables,  by  which  the  fullest  amount  will  he  allowed  for  them. 
The  Value  having  been  thus  ascertained,  the  rent  will  be  tbe  interest  of  that 
sum,  at  4  per  cent,  subject  to  future  variation  according  to  the  price  of  cora. 
If,  however,  any  leasee  should  prefer  to  enjoy  his  prment  estate,  he  will  have 
the  option  of  suffering  his  leas#  to  run  oa  for  the  whole  term  for  which  it  wae 
granted.  In  that  case  tbe  funds  which  will  not  he  forthcoming  from  the  sale  of 
the  reversion  will  be  procured  by  selling  annuities  secured  on  those  lands,  and 
guaranteed  by  the  government.  The  measure  is  to  be  osrrled  Into  effoet  by  a 
eommiasion,  couaistlpg  of  five  dignitaries  of  tho  cbnroh,  throe  great  officers  of 
•tale,  and  three  paid  eommissiopers,  two  of  whom  are  to  be  nominated  by  the 
I  crovu,  and  the  other  by  tbe  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  on  the  plan  which  was 
adopted  in  the  tithe  bill  of  last  year.  One  or  two  other  fsaturei  of  the  meaAurti 
may  be  noticed : — Church  rates  are  to  be  abolished :  but  in  the  ease  el  psrtleulaf 
parishes.  In  which  debts  have  been  already  contracted  on  the  security  of  the 
rates,  a  parooliial  rate  i^  to  be  continued  till  tbe  debt  is  liquidated.  Tbe  care  of 
auperintendlng  the  repairs  of  parochial  churches  and  chapels  will  devolve  on  the 
ecclesiastical  oomralssloners,  who  will  aportion  among  the  several  diocesee  thu 
sum  which  will  be  annually  jmtd  over  to  them  from  the  managers  of  tbe  chnreh 
lauds.  The  right  boa.  geucleman  oeucluded  a  long  and  able  speech  by  moving

It  appears  that  Mr  Mahony  met  Mr  Burke  about 
one  o’clock,  near  the  College,  in  the  roost  publie  pert  of  tbe  city,  where 
he  stopped  him  to  remonstrate  with  him  00  the  subject  of  a  letter  which 
appear^  in  tbe  papers  of  that  morning,  in  whieh  Mr  Mabony’s  name  is 
introduced  in  connexion  with  some  proceedings  relating  to  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Bank.  Mr  Mahony,  who  is  agent  for  the  Provincial  Bank,  ia  pro¬ 
ceeding  et  law  on  behalf  of  some  persons  against  the  former,  concern, 
which  Mr  Burke  considered  as  indicating  the  motive  by  which  Mr  Ma- 
hony’s  clients  were  actuated.

be  done  for  thk  country,**  on  whieh  the  latter  immediatelv  knocked  him 
down,  and  kicked  and  bMt  him  most  sevarely.  Mr  Burke  threatens  to 
bring  the  whole  matter  before  a  court  of  law.— Sfondard  Correspondent.

We 
have  long  expected  the  Tories  to  become  Repealete.  Nothing  but 
Mr  O’Connell  has  stood  between  them  and  that  conclusion 
which  follows  inevitably  from  their  reasoning  and  jhe  directioB 
of  their  policy. 


The  news  firom  the  other  side  of  the  Channel  during  the  past  weak 
presents  few  circumstances  of  interest,  tbe  discussion  of  tbs  Dir- 
junction  Law  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  being  the  most  promioant 
topic  in  the  journals.  That  a  law,  such  as  it  is  here  propostd  to  anact, 
taking  from  the  civil  tribunals  the  sole  judgment  of  civil  ounces,  whechsr 
perpetrated  by  soldier  or  citisen,  ought  not  to  pass  in  s  country,  thtra 
can  be  no  dispute  with  honest  aad  enlightened  men.  M.  Dupln  has 
done  justice  to  hts  ehsracter  by  an  able  speech  in  opposition  to  It,  but 
what  will  be  the  ultimate  fate  of  the  measure  yet  remains  a  problem.  Ona 
portion  of  M.  Dugin’s  speech,  attracted  the  attention  of  thoee  who  heard 
It,  and,  furthermore,  conveys  a  lesson  to  people  in  **  another  place**  who^ 
did  not.  In  (|uotin|r  f^om  a  report  of  the  Minister,  he  came  to  a  pascage' 
wherein  the  disjuncuon  pnget  was  recommended,  for  that  **  otherwiet  the 
Chamber  of  Peers  might  have  to  pass  judgment  upon  all  Ffanee.**  M. 
Dupln  instantly  pointed  out  tbe  absurdity  of  such  an  idea."  **  Ilia  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Peers  judge  all  France  T  exclaimed  he.  '  When  France  meddles 
with  anything,  know  that  It  Is  not  the  Chamber  of  Peqrs  which  pasaea 
judgment  upon  France,  but  France  upon  the  Peers.**  Here  tbe  centres 
interrupted  him,  and  M.  Dupin  retorted — **  In  1830  we  excluded  176 
*  Peers  ffom  the  Upper  Chamber,  and  I  beg  to  ask  who  pronounced  that 
sentence?**  -  ■■■  . 

Notwithstanding  an  accumulation  of  force  in  the  northern  provinces, 
which,  as  reported  in  figures,  would  give  the  Queen's  arms  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing  preponderance,  we  are  not  able  to  communicate  the  fact  of  any  move¬ 
ment  having  taken  place  promising  a  speedy  issue  to  the  contest.  The 
British  Legion  is,  described  to  esger  for  the  fray,  and  we  cannot 
doubt  but  its  lesder,  General  Evans,  partakes  in  that.  As  regards  the 
Legion,  the  present  paralysis  of  its  energies  may  have  a  very  serious 
effiecL  Most  precious  time  is  being  lost.  If  we  recollect  right,  the  act 
by  which  the  provisions  of  the  Foreign  Enlistment  Act  were  auspended 
fur  two  years,  in  ord^er  to  forward  tbe  objects  of  this  expedition,  will  ex¬ 
pire  in  June  next.  What  the  consequences  of  this  may  be  on  the  keep¬ 
ing  together  of  the  armament,  need  hardly  be  dwelt  upon. 

Meanwhile,  of  the  irresolution  which  teems  blighting  the  proepeeta  of 
the  Queen's  cause  on  the  aide  of  her  own  adberenta.  tbe  spirit  of  the  Car- 
lists  seems  rising  again.  The  chief  Cabrera,  has  made  an  irruption 
into  La  Mancha,  and  dismay  has  again,  in  consequence,  spreed  itself 
amongst  the  inhahitaots  of  Madrid.  Let  ua  hope  that  the  effect  will  be 
to  rouse  tbe  government  into  some  display  of  vigour. 

A  Bayonne  Journal  lately  staitled  us  by  a  formal  account  of  tbe  exa- 
^cution  of  Gomex,  by  order  of  Don  Carl^  111  as  we  thought  at  the 
^author  of  the  Durango  decree,  we  qould  not  credit  the  tale  of  such  • 
monstrous  exhibition  of  ingratitude.  More  recent  accounts  are  silewt ' 
as  to  any  such  catsstrnphe,  hut  still  speak  of  Ooroet  as  in  durance,  aad 
awaiting  a  trial.  The  resourees  by  means  of  which  Don  Carloe  has 
contrived  to  keep  up  the  intestine  broil  in  his  country  have  punted  aoene 
persons.  These,  according  to  the  Pkare%  have  been,  first,  the  money 
procured  by  the  diamonds  of  the  Princess  of  Beira;  next,  ster¬ 

ling,  lent  by  Charles  X. ;  to  this  add  the  loans  of,  nominally,  50  or  60 
millions  of  frsnes,  of  which  tbe  Pretender  lias  really  touclied  little.  The 
Absoluiiata,  however,  subscribe  6,000/.  a  month,  and  tbe  outtom-houM 
of  Irun  hes  added  somewhat.  ' 


The  President  of  the  United  States  has  addressed  an  important  matm 
sage  to  Congress  upon  Mexican  affiiirs.  The  President,  after  stating 
that  the  claims  of  the  Union  upon  Mexico  had  not  been  adjusted,  whim 
be  had  hoped,  notwithstanding  the  irritating  elfoct  of  the  Texen  revolt 
on  the  Mexican  Government,  would  ere  now  have  been  tbe  earn,  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  say  that  a  time  for  enforcing  measures  of  redress  had  arrIveA 
In  that  spirit  he  recommends—*^  Tbat  an  act  be  pessed  suthoHfinf  ft- 
prisels,  end  the  use  6f  tbe  naval  force  of  the  United  States  by  tha 
Exeeutive  against  Mexico,  to  force  them,  in  the  event  of  a  refueal  by  the 
Mexican  Government,  to  come  to  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  matter 
in  controversy  between  us,  upon  another  demand  thereof  made  firom  on 
hoard  one  of  our  vessele  of  war  on  the  coast  of  Mexico.  ** 

'I'ht  late  President  of  Mexico,  Ssnta  Anna,  since  his  release  by  the 
Texians,  has  been  at  Washington.  He  bet  since  embarked  for  hit  own 
sute,  where,  it  is  said,  his  popularity  Is  undiihioished.  The  /Vine  York 
Gateiie  says,  raspecting  him,  **  we  ere  led  to  believe  tbat  General  Santa 
Anna  was  possessed  of  Information,  when  he  reached  Washington,  which 
enabled  him  to  eonvinee  General  Jaeksoa,  that  if  he  (General  Senta 
Anna)  were  once  more  on  the  foil  of  his  aetive  country,  end  at  liberty, 
he  eould  rally  his  friends  about  him  and  regain  his  power.  And  It  ie 
not  improbable,  that,  eonvlneed  firom  personal  observation  of  the  utter 
inutility  of  attempting  to  rC'Crgeniae  Trxas^  or  to  trifle  wHh  or  evade  our 
just  demands  upon  his  Government  finr  Injuries  sustaiaed,  be  may  have 
^ven  aseurancet  that,  la  ease  of  sueoeaa,  be  will  proeeptly  eeknowledee 
the  iadependence  of  tbe  former,  aud  make  full  and  speody  reparation  for

Asri-Pooa  Law  Meetino.— A  meeting  was  held  ou  Monday  after¬ 
noon  nt  the  Crown  and  Anchor  tavern.  Strand,  Earl  Stanhope  iii  tiie 
ahair,  to  petition  Parliament  for  the  repeal  of  the  New  Poor  Laws  Act. 
The  room  was  about  two- thirds  filled,  and  oo  tlie  platform  were  aome 
vecpeetable  persons,  bot  only  two, Members  of  Parliament  graced  the 
metting  with  tbeir  presence  ;  these  were— Mr  Dnniei  Whittle  Harvey 
and  Mr  Fieldan.  The  Chairman  stated  tlie  ob^t  of  the  meeting,  anil 
depseoatad  the  New  Poor  Law  as  one  of  the  moat  oruel  and  oppressive 
ants  which  had  aver  disgraced  a  Christian  country.  A  string  of  rasolu- 
tiona  wtra  pasead,  reprobating  the  principal  provisions  of  the  new  law 
and  declaring  tha  nacesaity  of  calling  for  its  repeal. 

Mbetuio  or  the  Woeeino  Classes. — On  Monday  evening  a  publie 
macting  of  the  mechanies  of  the  metropolis  and  its  suburbs  was  held  in 
tha  lasM  room  of  tha  Crown  and  Anchor  Tavern,  Strand,  fur  tha  pur 
poan  of  petitioning  Parliament  for  Universal  Suffrage,  No  Properly 
Qualifiaation,  Annual  Parliaments,  Equal  Representation,  Payment  of 
Ifembers,  and  Yota  by  Ballot.

Saarsfleld  says  he  cannot  spare  more  than  6,000  men,  as 
he  must  leave  bis  poattions  in  a  proper  state  of  defence ;  he  has  therefore 
applied  for  a  veinforoement  to  enable  him  to  take  the  field  with  a  suffi¬ 
cient  body  of  men.  Espartero  continues  on  the  list,  and  refuses  to  move 
a  step  for  the  present.  The  Carlists  arc  not  more  remarkable  for 
unanimity  than  their  antagonists;  they’ have  not  a  farthing  in  their 
ebest,  ahd  the  oouniry  is  beginning  to  murmur.  It  is  apprehended  that 
.  Iha  j^rtsence  of  Cabrera  in  the  vicinity  of  Madrid  will  lead  to  an  in- 
itirrectionary  attempt  in  that  capital.  Senor  Seoane,  deputy  of  the 
Cortes,  bad  set  out  for  the  army  in  spite  of  the  opposition  of  Mendizabal 
aad  Lopes,  who  fear  that  ba  will  favour  all  the  friandl  of  Cordova.*’ 
Another  letSer  from  the  above  place,  and  of  the  same  date,  states  that 
aeeouvils  ftrom  Andoain  of  the  2Sd  mentioned  the  arrival  of  the  Infante 
Don  Sebastian  at  that  place  from  Zamora ;  he  set  out  again  the  same 
morning  to  inspect  the  lines  at  Hcrnani.  The  general  opinion  prevail¬ 
ing  amongst  the  Carlists  at  Irun  is,  that  the  famous  combined  attack  has 
been  adjourned  indefinitely.  .  An  order  had  been  received  by  Evpartero 
to  send  reinforoements  to  Madrid,  and  he  had  accordingly  detached  2,000 
men  for  that  purpose.  It  is  said  that  positive  news  had  heed  received  of 
the  recal  of  Narvaes*a  division,  in  order  to  act  as  an  army  of  resarve  for 
the  protection  of  the  capital,  now  menaced  by  the  advance  of  Cabrera.—

CfeNTRAL  CHIMINAL  COURT. 


KOBBCBY  AT  DaBTFOBD.— rAomot  BVysMifi.  labourer,  aged  35,  CAerfoe 
Hatniony  butcher,  aged  21,  Hmnmak  Hawkim,  spinster,  agen  22,  and  Jane 
agM  20,  were  indiclra  for  stealing  at  Dartford,in  Kent,  two  pofae^  con- 
tainiog  213f.  in  bank-notes  and  aorereigna,  the  proper^  of  John  Dunn.  It 
appeared  from  the  eridence  of  the  prosecutor,  a  midthipmaa’a  rtewai^  at¬ 
tached  to  the  Castor  frigate,  that  on  the  8th  of  February  he  left  Chatham  by 
a  stagecoach,  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  to  Loudon.  In  paaaing  througn 
Dartford  the  coach  unset,  and  he  was  thrown  from  the  top,  and  was  oonraytd 
in  a  state  of  inaeasibilitv  to  a  public  bouse.  He  had  in  hia  poaaeaaion  at  the 


ne  laquirea  lor  a  loaging,  ana,  saiior-iiKe,  incauiiousiy  exnibitea  nia  nioouy 
the  persons  who  were  nreeent,  amongst  whom  were  the  two  female  prisoners, 
who,  it  appeared,  had  loUowed  the  prosecutor  to  the  house,  and  had  b^n  very 
active  in  toe  crowd  Urhen  the  coach  upset.  The  woman  Hawkina  offered  to 
aecoraniodate  the  prosecutor  with  a  bra  for  the  night,  to  which  he  agreed>an4 
accompanied  her  to  her  lidging,  where  she  left  him,  telling  him  that  the  wai 
going  for  her  husband.  The  prosecutor  went  to  bed,  having  placed  bif  trou- 
seta,  in  the  pocket  of  which  his  money  was  deposited,  beside  the  hed.  On 
awaking  in  the  morning  he  found  his  trousers  on  the  floor,  and  then  discovered 
that  the  whole  of  hia  money  waa  gone.  lie  gave  information  of  the  robbery 
to  a  constable,  and,  upon  inquiry,  it  appeared  that  the  four  prisoners  were  fer¬ 
ried  across  the  river,  in  the  course  of  the  night,  by  a  brother  of  the  priaoaer 
Weyman,  who  received  two  sovereigns  for  the  Job,  the  prisoner  Gall  boasting 
at  the  time  that  they  had  500/.  in  their  possession.  The  prisoners  wbre  sub¬ 
sequently  apprehended  at  IT  x  hr  id|re,  and  a  consider  able  portion  of  the  booty 
found  upon  them. — The  jury  found  the  prisoners  and  the  Recorder  sen¬ 
tenced  them  to  be  transported  for  seven  years.  ' 

Jawtes  Hanct.  alias  Savt^t,  was  indicted  with  Jakn  Gardiner  ( not  Hi'  cus¬ 
tody),  for  a  misdemeanour  in  conspiring  to  obtain  from  Edward  Honeywood 
his  acceptances  in  blank,  and  to  defraud  him  of  money  by  means  of  putting 
those  acceptances  in  circulation.  Tha  circumstances  of  the  eaaa  have  been 
already  detailed  in  this  paper.  The  jury  found  the  prieooer  guiUy. 

On  Wednesday  the  Recorder  made  hia  report  to  hia  Majesty  of  tha  prison¬ 
ers  capitally  convktad  at  the  January  sessions,  all  of  whom  hia  M^jeaty  was 
gracioaaly  pleased  to  respite  during  hia  royal  pleasure,  with  the  exceptjpe  of 
John  Pegsworth,  for  murder,  who  la  ordered  for  execution  on  Tuesday  npxt. 
When  it  was  conimunicated  to  tlie  misguided  roan  on  Wednesday  night  tl^ta 
warrant  had  arrived  for  hia  exncutiou  next  Tuesday,  ha  did  not  appear  to  as»> 
nifest  any  surprise,  because  It  waa  an  avent  he  hed  been  teegnt  daily  to 
expect  for  some  time  past.  It  would  seem  that  the  convict  never  indulged  any 
hope  a  commuted  sentence.  Generally  speaking  his  mind  is  serene,  bet' at 
times  he  is  painfully  agitated  by  the  conaidaratiun  of  the  misery  which  ba  baa 
entailed  on  nb  wife  and  the  widow  of  hb  unhappy  victim.
